WASHINGTON UPI — Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby lacked I 
foresight on the public desire for antipolio vaccine. 
And her Department of Health Education and Wel­ 
fare guessed wrong on the supply of it. 
Mrs. Hobby, explaining why her department made 
no plans far ahead, says, “ I believe no one could i 
have foreseen the public demand” for it. She says 
now the shortage is “tremendous.” 
The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, a I 
private organization, planned months ahead for get­ 
ting vaccine to nine million first and second-grade j 
children, considered most susceptble to polio, once a 
nationwide test proved it effective. 
It contracted with six manufacturers to make 
enough vaccine for that number. The manufacturers 
began work last November. It takes 90 days to turn 
out a batch of vaccine. 
But there are 55 million children age I through 19, 
who are more susceptible to polio than adults. This 
meant the 46 million not in the first and second 
grades would have to wait. In other words: there 
would be a shortage for many months 
Mrs. Hobby’s department could have started plan­ 
ning distribution last fall when the foundation placed 
its orders for vaccine or any time between last fall 
and April 12, when test results were announced. 
Monday Sen. Lehman (D NY), at a hearing before 
the Senate’s Labor and Public Welfare Committee, 
asked Mrs. Hobby why planning hadn’t been done 
ahead of time. It was then she conceded she didn’t 
foresee the public demand. 
Monday, Mrs. Hobby made her recommendations, 
based on consultations with medical and citizen 
groups. She asked voluntary channeling among state 
governments and doctors, with the government put­ 
ting up 28 million dollars to buy vaccine for those 
who couldn’t afford it. 
On April 12 her department said that by Aug. I 
every child in the nation between I and 9 would be 
inoculated against polio. Monday Mrs. Hobby’s spe­ 
cial aide, Dr. Chester Keefer said the foundation has 
ordered 18 million cubic centimeters of vaccine for 
those first and second-graders and so far has received 
a little over seven million. That means the manufac­ 
turers still have to supply it with ll million cubic 
centimeters. 
Keefer said it may be mid August before the foun­ 
dation’s order is filled. This means those above and 
below the first and second grades won’t get shots be­ 
fore then. 
And Dr. Leonard Scheele, surgeon general of the 
U. S. Public Health Service, part of Mrs. Hobby’s 
department, said he doesn’t think the manufacturers 
can go into large-scale production before next fall 
or winter. 
So, he said, he couldn’t predict what the supply will 
be at the peak of the polio season, which comes be­ 
tween mid August and mid-September.

Owens Roberts, 
Retired Justice, 


I 
Dies At Home 


PHOENIXVILLE, Pa. (tfv-Owen 
J. Roberts, retired former associ­ 
ate justice of the U.S. Supreme 
Court, died today at his home. He 
was 80 last May 2, and had retired 
from the bench in 1945. 
Roberts suffered a heart attack 
and died at 9:25 a m. (CST). His 
widow’ and an only child, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Hamilton, were at his 
bedside. 
The justice, named to the na­ 
tion’s highest court in 1930 by for­ 
mer President Herbert 
Hoover, 
had been ill for some time. Until 
last weekend he had been a pa­ 
tient in a Philadelphia hospital. 
Friends quoted him as saying 
that if he was to die he preferred 
to be at home, at his estate in 
nearby Chester Springs, 30 miles 
wrest of Philadlephia. 
While a Supreme Court justice, 
Roberts held a decidedly unusual 
position and it was frequently his 
vote that decided a case between 
the evenly-divided viewpoints of 
his eight colleagues. 
Roberts’ importance was spot­ 
lighted because the Supreme Court 
was called upon to decide the con­ 
stitutionality of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s New Deal legisla­ 
tion in 27 instances. 
He voted against all except two 
of the 13 New' Deal measures w hich 
the court passed upon prior to Oc­ 
tober 1936, but during Roosevelt’s 
second term aligned himself with 
the liberals 14 times. 
Roberts cast the deciding vote 
that ruled the Agriculture Adjust­ 
ment 
Administration 
unconstitu­ 
tional. And he also cast the de­ 
ciding vote to uphold the consti­ 
tutionality of the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act and the unemploy­ 
ment compensation provisions of 
the Social Security Act. Liberals 
called him a conservative; con­ 
servatives called him a liberal. 
A Philadelphia lawyer, Roberts 
came 
into 
national 
prominence 
when he was named by President 
Calvin Coolidge in 1924 as one of 
the 
prosecutors 
of 
the 
Teapot 
Dome oil scandals. 
Since his retirement he had de­ 
voted himself primarily to church 
work and other civic, political, 
educational 
and 
charitable 
ac­ 
tivities. 
He 
maintained 
connec­ 
tions with a law office, but did not 
practice. 


Smart Brides Sew 


Their Own Gowns

Every bride-to-be dreams of a 
fairy-tale gown, fragile and deli­ 
cate as a cobweb and lovelier than 
any dress in the world. 
Sometimes such a dress comes 
high, and so many brides today 
are returning to the gentle customs 
of yesteryear, and are making their 
own wedding gowns. Thus they not 
only save money, but can afford 
the finest fabrics and can work out 
their own ideas of their own par­ 
ticular dream dress. For many 
girls, however, there also is a sen­ 
timental reason that goes far deep­ 
er than economy. 
Fortunately

making a wedding dress is much 
simpler than it was IOO years ago. 
Grandmother used to start her 
wedding gown as much as six 
months before the big day, patient 
ly gathering and ruffling with thous' 
sands of tiny hand stitches. Today, 
with modern electric sewing ma- 
I chines, simplified modern patterns 
and widely available dressmaking 
instruction, even a beginner will 
have little trouble fashioning the 
dress of her heart’s content. 
A fabulous dress, designed for 
the bride who loves tradition, is a 
gown w ith tiers of net floating 
from a lace bodice. The thrifty 
bride can plan to remove the lower 
tier of net after the wedding, mak­ 
ing a short summer evening dress. 
The dress may be made by a 
standard pattern, and local sewing 
center experts offer tips on hand­ 
ling the lace and tulle for the best 
results.

I closely fitted bodice which dips 
to a graceful V in front. Since the 
effect of a tiny waist depends on 
having

exactly 
aligned with your own waistline, 
be sure to make use of the ruler 
printed on the pattern for accurate 
adjustments. Make all alterations 
right on the pattern before cutting j 
into the lace.

Only 1% yards of lace is re­ 
quired for the 
artfully 
draped 
bodice, so you can afford to buy 
the loveliest lace you can find, 
such as a chantilly-type lace, now 
available in dacron. When cutting 
the bodice, leave an extra wide 
seam allowance, so that you can 
match the lace pattern when you 
baste. 
You will find that stitching on 
lace is no problem if you back the 
lace with tissue paper, which will 
keep the lace from stretching and 
sliding. The paper is pulled away 
easily after the stitching. 
The skirt of this gown requires 
8V£ yards of 39-inch taffeta, plus 
about 20 yards of 72-inch net, of 
nylon tulle. When stitching the 
tulle, set your machine with loose 
tension and heavy pressure, and 
thread both needle and bobbin with 
dacron thread. With nylon tulle 
you will not need a paper backing. 
If you use silk tulle, you should 
use the tissue paper backing, and

When making a gown as im­ 
portant as this, don’t take snort 
cots: Pin, baste, press, fit and 
stitch very carefully, and always 
test the tension and pressure of 
your machine on a scrap of fabric 
before stitiching the dress. After 
all, your daughter may want to 
wear it some day, and in the 
meantime you want to be the most 
beautiful bride of the season.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. (Spl.) —Corn 
planting is near at hand and Hoo­ 
sier farm ers will soon be using the 
latest com growing practices in an 
effort to boost yields and cut pro­ 
duction costs. 
It will pay com growers to brush 
up on the good com gorwing prac­ 
tices that are used by the best 
growers in the state, say the P ur­ 
due University agronomists. They 
refer to the top ten producers in 
the 
1954 
Indiana 
Official 
Com 
Grow ing Contest whose y i e l d s 
ranged from 175 bushels to the 
championship output of A. J. Cus­ 
ter, DeKalb County — 241 bushels 
per acre — the highest yield on 
record for Indiana. 
The ten high yields were grown 
in seven different counties in north­ 
ern, central, and southeastern In­ 
diana. Four of the high yields were 
grown on excellent upland soils, 
two on .bottom land, and the top 
yield on muck soil. 
What did these men do, aside 
from having good land, to pro­ 
duce top yields? 
M. O. Pence, 
Purdue agronomist, found that the 
champions agreed on seven im por­ 
tant factors, as follows: 
First, 
the 
largest 
yield 
was 
grown on muck soil, which had 
been recently drained and reclaim ­ 
ed. Six of the rem aining eight on 
upland 
soils 
grew' 
their 
large 
yields following alfalfa, sweet clo­ 
ver or after old blue grass pas­ 
ture. Only two followed com with 
com. 


Second, all ten growers used row 
or starter fertilizer varying from 
200 to 400 pounds per acre, the 
principal ratio being a 1-4 4, such 
as 4-16-16. Nine of the IO growers 
either side-dressed with nitrogen, 
broadcast or plowed down fertilizer 
such as 10-10-10, 0-15-15, etc. For 
the two largest yields, totals of 
3,200 and 1,300 pounds of fertilizer 
per acre were used respectively. 
The variation in the analysis, 
rate and placement of the fertilizer 
indicates that the growers recog­ 
nized differences in soils and their 
need for the different nutrients as 
well as the ability of the soil to 
respond to fertilizer profitably. All 
this goes to show, says Pence, the 
importance of having a laboratory 
soil test to determine the need for 
plant food nutrients. About these 
tests, consult your county agent. 
Third, the champions adjusted 
their rate of planting to the fer­ 
tility level of the land, ranging 
from 16,000 to almost 30,000 plants 
per acre. All corn was drilled and 
row width varied from 35 to 40 
inches. 
Fourth, every grower planted hy­ 
brid corn, seven using Indiana cer­ 
tified seed and three closed pedi-1 
gree hybrids. 
Fifth, four plowed in the fall or I 
winter and the others in early j 
spring. The number of diskings 
ranged from one to three and har- 
rowings from once to three times.
